Newsro o m No tes—A repo rt o f 
the rare multiple births has been 
published in the Jo urnal o f the 
American Medical Asso ciatio n. 
The autho rs co mmented that 
the exact incidence o f quintuple

o ccur mo re frequently than has 
been generally assumed. 
"Quintuple pregnancies o ccur 
o nce in every IS to 20 millio n 
births; 
the incidence in the 
U.S., based o n authenticated 
repo rts, is appro ximately 1.8 
millio n/’ they said. 
Only two co mplete sets, the 
Dio nnes in Canada and the Dili- 
gentis in Argentina, are kno wn 
to have survived to maturity , 
they po inted o ut. 
In 1960, it was repo rted that 
no ne o f the previo us quintuplets 
delivered in the United States 
bad survived the newbo rn perio d. 
"While survival bey o nd infancy 
Is rare, in a case in Kentucky 
in 1914 o ne bo y lived two y ears 
and two o thers served in Wo rld 
War Ii, the autho rs co ntinued. 
"Others kno wn to have survived 
and the Fischer quintuplets, bo m 
bo y s bo m in Germany in 1907, 
who reached at least the age o f 
17, 
the 
Prieto 
quintuplets 
o f 
Venezuela, bo m Sept. 7, 1963. 
and the Fisher quintuplets, bo rn 
Sept. 14, 1963, in Aberdeen, S.D.” 
A repo rt published in 1951 in­ 
cluded a co llectio n o f 71 cases 
o f 
authentic 
quintuple 
preg­ 
nancies, they added. If this fig­ 
ure can be accepted as co r­ 
rect and later cases repo rted 
fro m 
Brazil, 
Venezuela, 
and 
Texas are included, the Aber­ 
deen quints wo uld then be the 
75th authenticated set. Of these 
75. using a study published in 
1954 as a base, 18 sets have 
been bo m in the United States 
and 2 in Canada. 
"If this suggests that a dis­ 
pro po rtio nate 
number o f quin­ 
tuple pregnancies o ccur in this 
hemisphere, it is mo re likely a 
matter o f better repo rting than 
a bio lo gical pheno meno n," they 
po inted o ut. 
It has been suggested that a 
number o f facto rs influence the 
frequency o f multiple births, 
including fertility o f the peo ple 
which varies in different peri­ 
o ds. the number o f children a 
wo man 
hears, 
frequency 
o f 
pregnancy , age o f the mo ther, 
climate, 
race, 
and 
heredity , 
acco rding to the Jo urnal repo rt. 
Each study o n the incidence o f 
multiple births, therefo re, can 
have significance o nly in terms 
o f the specific po pulatio n gro up 
examined, and the results can­ 
no t be extended to a larger 
gro up and retain their validity . 
Prematurity 
is 
the 
greatest 
single hazard faced by the in­ 
fants o f a multiple pregnancy , 
the autho rs added. In the Aber­ 
deen case, they said, at least 
fo ur the five infants co uld be 
catego rized 
as

He exam­ 
ined all children born to bomb 
victims in Hiroshima and the 
second atom-bombed city, Na­ 
gasaki. in one year, from 1947 to 
1948. Using genetic markers, he 
found no disturbances. 
“ That is something we can be 
very cheery about. We like to 
think of it as one of the best 
things we have done,” said Dr. : 
Kenneth B. G. Johnson of Yale 
University, now in residence at 
the commission.

The commission has carried 
out many studies related to the 
bomb since 1947. It is jointly 
supported by the U.S. National 
Academy

Research Council and the Japa­

Health, a government agency. It 
has 850 Japanese and 50 Ameri­ 
can staff members. 


Headed by Dr. Geo rg e Dar­ 
ling of Yale, the commission is 
making an exhaustive survey of! 
100.000 persons, half o f them 
exposed, the other half not ex 
posed to the bomb. Matched by 
sex and age. they are period­ 
ically checked for survival ex­ 
periences and causes o f death. 


It is also studying a sampling 
of 20.000 exposed and nonex- 
posed children and adults to 
determine 
whether there 
has 


been any change in the occur­ 


rence of disease in relation to j 


the amount of exposure. They j 


get detailed physicial and labo­ 


ratory examinations every two 
years.

(AP) -T h e first 
major state prison built in Illi­ 
nois since Statev ille was opened 
in the 1920s in J oliet is ex pected 
to be in operation by Septem­ 
ber in Vienna. 


Vienna State Penitentiary , un­ 
der construction in a wooded 
area six miles east of Vienna 
in Southern Illinois, is designed 
to separate y oung felons from 
hardened criminals and rehabi­ 
litate them. 


The methods will be similar 
to those employ ed at the Marion 
Federal 
Penitentiary , 
which 
opened last y ear 20 miles north 
of Vienna. 


Hollis McKnight, acting war­ 
den at Vienna, said the qell- 
blocks at the state prison will 
function something like school 
dormitories.
